our students at Redeemer for their 
full Bachelor's program; 


increase annual donations to the 
College by $250,000 by 1994/95; 
increase the frequency and quality 
of communication to Redeemer 
supporters and friends; and

expand the membership base by 
five percent annually. 


The brain-storming session also 
advised a re-establishment and 
strengthening of the community 
representation network which has 
worked well for Redeemer in the past. 
It is hoped that community repre-

sentatives will be able to identify all 
potential students in each community 
as well as recruit two new Redeemer 
College members per year. 

As part of the overall budget 
balancing process, various arms of the 
Redeemer community have made 
definite commitments. 

The President's Council plans to 
raise the funds needed to pay the 
interest on Redeemer’s bank loan. 
They will also work toward reducing 
the bank debt by increasing RRSP 
participation and by targeting the 
investing community. 

The board members propose to 
organize regional meetings to pro- 
mote Redeemer College. In addition, 
they also made it a goal to recruit two 
new members for Redeemer annually. 

The Redeemer Foundation repre- 
sentatives made plans to recruit one 
new member per year and to raise at 
least $2,000 annually per member for 
the Foundation. Students, faculty, 
and staff also each launched definite 
recruitment commitments.

Forward to Graduate Studies 
This year as many as nine Redeemer 
graduates will be heading for graduate 
school and an additional six have been 
accepted at various seminaries. 

The nine graduates heading for 
graduate school have been accepted in 
programs ranging from English, 
theatre and creative writing, to biol- 
ogy, political science and professional 
programs such as library science and 
public administration. 

Most have been accepted at several 
schools. “We are pleased,” says 
Redeemer Vice President (Academic) 
Justin Cooper. “They have choices. 
They have options.” 

For example, Alma Bennetts in 
biology is weighing the pros and cons 
of the Universities of Toronto, Water- 
loo and Calgary. Michael John Kooy in 
English has to make up his mind 
between Oxford University, Carleton, 
Queens and the University of Toronto. 
Margaret Van Dyke in theatre has a 
choice between the University of 
Alberta, the University of Toronto and 
Hunter College in New York City. For 
Karen Bisschop it is library science at 
either McGill in Montreal, the Univer- 
sity of Toronto or Dalhousie in Halifax. 

To date 32 graduate schools accept 
the Redeemer Bachelor of Christian 
Studies (BCS) as equivalent to a 
Bachelor of Arts (BA) or Bachelor of 
Science (BSc). At this point only two 
schools have declined to accept the 
BCS; and the matter is under review at 
two others. ad 


Redeemer Able to Accept 
Applicants Right Up to the 
September Registration Date 
Redeemer is a privately funded 
university college, so it does not come 
under the same application procedure 
as government-funded universities. 
For this reason and because Redeemer 
College has a comparatively low stud- 
ent-faculty ratio, it is able to accept 


student applications right up to the 
final registration date in September. 
To be considered a student must 
have successfully completed the 
Ontario Secondary School Diploma or 


equivalent with a minimum average of 


60 percent and the proper advanced 
level courses including six Ontario 
Academic Courses. =>
